We have sent directly to the 
mine fo r our coal receiving it much 
cheajier than the oilier way. 
Since 
we have organized we have placed 
Live Stock Producers Associations 
in all the principal m arkets in the 
Unite«!

ginning and we farm ers will receive 
back a commission on the produce 
that they handle for us.

It would he needless to say that the 
best type offers school children bet­

The extremes of the two kinds of 
• school systems «-an b<* studied by 
the following eight points for the 
best schools 
1. A term of 200 school day.-. In 
the vacation time as well as during 
tlie school term he is taught to play 
and w'ork intelligently, and if he 
is behind his « lass in any 
of 
his 
studies he is given help t«» catch up. 
2. A large number of studies from 
which to choose. 
Of course In* i- 
tauglit the usual spelling, reading,

Appreciating fully tlx* great achie­ 
vements that have been made in edu- 
eation let u- faee frankly its short­ 
comings when measured 
hy 
pro­ 
gress in other fields of activity. 
The I ’nit «-«I Stat«*s has the highest 
percentage of Illiteracy among on- 
lightened nations of tlx* world. We 
are highest with <’>'/ and Germany 
i- lowest with 2 r7 . Should the rich­ 


es t nation in the world lag behind 
other enlightend nations in stamping 
out illiteracy ? 
The fact that our last Federation 
Census enumerated 5,000,000 self- 
eonfessed illiterates 
represents 
a 
menace to our democratic institu­ 
tions. In the army classifications qf 
1,522,250 men examined, 24.9*7 of 
our nation’s young 
manhood 
were 
unable to rejxl newspapers and write 
letters home. 
These facts raise this 
«piestion—I- the degree of literate 
ability that we have been accepting 
too low to guarantee stability of a 
democracy? 
The prevalence of* illiteracy in oar 
adult population constitutes a men­ 
ace to our democratic 
institutions. 
Fortunately all illiterate adults do 
not vote nor is illiteracy confined to 
any one section of the country. 
Il­ 
literacy is not soley a problem of 
tlx* South. 
New York has more il­ 
literates than any state in the union, 


and three of our Northern -dates 
contain a greater number of illitera­ 
tes than any other three state- of 
the union. 
Again the removal of illiteracy is 
principally a problem of dealing with 
the native-born 
rather 
than 
the 
foreign born. 
In 1920 there were 
1,847,172 foreign-born illiterates in 
the 
United States 
and 
h,084,735 
native born illiterates. 
This is e«ji- 
valenf to 38* i 
for the former and 
(¡2*7 for tlx* latter. 
This 
finally 
rni-o- the serious question—Are all 
American children getting an “un­ 
fettered start in the race of life?”. 
We cannot afford to have our ef­ 
fectiveness as 
a 
democracy 
di­ 
luted for a century by a menace that 
would quickly fade before an ade­ 
quate educational system.

MANY VIOLATIONS^ 
OF LIQUOR LAWS § 


According To Attorney General's Re­ 


port 35.000 persons were Arrest­ 


ed For Law Violations 


2157 C IV IL C A S E S L IS T E D 


These 
Criminal And Civil 
Actions 


Represent Only Small Part Of 


All Arrests Made In U. S. 


Washington, Dee. 7.—The wide­ 
spread extent of 
prohibition 
law 
violations, which has caused concern 
to President Harding 
and 
cabinet 
w«N revealed today in the annual re­ 
port to Congress of Attorney Gen­ 
eral Daugherty. 
Approximately 
35,000 
persons 
were arrested by the federal gov­ 
ernment for violation of the national 
prohibition law during the last fiscal 
year, according to the report. 
Civil 
cases prosecuted by the government 
during the same time numbered 2,- 
157. 
These criminal and 
civil 
actions 
however represent only a small part 
of all the arrests made in the United 
States for the same period. Nearly 
four times as many 
arrests 
were 
made by local, county and state of­ 
ficials for violation of 
state 
and 
local dry statues, it was estimated. 
Federal officials 
convicted 
22,- 
749 persons in criminal cases and 
secured a total of $12(1,000 in judge­ 
ments in the civil suits. 
The population of 
the 
federal 
prisons for the same period increas­ 
ed to 6,395 compared with 5,268 for 
the last fiscal year. Herber H. Yotaw 
brother-in-law of President Hard­ 
ing, and superintendent of prisons 
reported. The increase was held due 
largjelv to im'rea-ed violations of 
the anti-drug 
act, 
counterfeiting 
violation of the postal law. 
White Slavery is on the decrease, 
William J. Burns, head of the bur­ 
eau of investigation of the depart­ 
ment, reported. A total of 1,885 years 
was imposed on the 3,526 persons 
convicted for white slavery, 
Burns 
stated. 
Fines totaled $386,713. 
Practically all 
organised 
white 
slave gangs have been broken up, 
with their members either in jail or 
in hiding in foreign countries, Burns 
reported. 
Attorney General Daugherty re­ 
commended to congress the enact­ 
ment of a law to prevent the send­ 
ing of threatening letters through the 
mails. 
This recommendation it was 
indicated is designed to 
curb 
the 
activities of certain secret societies 
1 which send warnings through the 
'mails liefore restoring, to flogging and 


j other terroristic tactics. 
| 
Other recommendations made by 
Daugherty include: 
A law to make it a crime to kill 
a federal officer engaged in serving 
or executing a process. The present 
law simply makes it a crime to as­ 
sault, beat or wound a federal of­ 
ficer. 
A law’ to make it a crime for a sin­ 
gle individual to defraud or attempt 
to defraud the United States. 
To increase tin* statute of limita­ 
tion 
for 
criminal prosecution 
in 
bankruptcy 
cases 
from one 
to 
three years. 
To increase the allowance of de­ 
partment of justice officials, when 
traveling on business, from $4 and 
$5 per day to $6 and $7. 
The high 
cost of living makes this necessary, 
Daugherty holds.

PAYING FOR WAR OF 1812 


U. S. is Still Paying 49 Widows of 


Soldiers Killed in This Conflict 


Washington, Dec. 7—The United 
States still is paying for the W ar 
of 1812, the annual report of «the 
Commissioner of Pensions made pub­ 
lic today showed. 
Forty-nine widows of soldiers and 
sailors participating in this eonffict 
whch was waged 110 years ago «till 
are living and receiving Government 
aid. 
Seventy-three men who 
partioi- 
pated in the Mexican War in 1827 
still are 011 the ]H?nsSon rolls.
